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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claim 7 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election, by applicant Mr. Michael Graves, was made without traverse over the 
telephone on November 21, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the more recent patent cited US 
5575016 (Bailey). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1,3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
1707168 (Merrick). 
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Merrick teaches a device that has structure as claimed including pre-shaped 
clamping device (leather pad 4), a hinging mechanism (pivots 51,71), a handle (support 
bar 6), an adjustable slide mechanism (8,10) and a shoetree (last 1). The device of 
Merrick is for a different purpose but inherently can be used to prevent curling of kilties 
on men's and women's shoes. Regarding claim 6, the leaf spring (1 1 ) can be used as a 
tassel holder. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 2,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Merrick '168. 

Merrick teaches a device as claimed (see the rejection above) except for the 
clamping device made out of plastic and the shoetree made out of wood and plastic. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to make the clamping device out of plastic, since it has been held to be within 
the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its 
suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 
USPQ 416. Regarding the shoetree, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to construct the last (shoetree) of 
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Merrick out of plastic or wood, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a 
worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended 
use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. Moreover, last 
are conventional made out of wood or plastic. 

7. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution.
